requirements, administration and staffing 
requirements, funding requirements (ini- 
tial and operating costs), cost/benefit an- 
alysis and relationship to other bibliog- 
raphic systems. 

If established, the computer-based serv- 
ice Center would provide more economical 
and efficient use of state-wide library re- 
sources, reduce rising library costs and 
be capable of expansion to serve a wide- 
range of functions such as cataloging, in- 
ter-library loan ,search services, acquisi- 
tions, and serials controls. It would also 
be designed to allow for compatibility 
with other existing or planned state, re- 
gional and national library networks. 

Initial planning for the project was 
done by a committee of representatives 
from the four state universities and the 
State Library. In contrast to many studies 
in other states, the Indiana study will in- 
clude all types of libraries and will be 
conducted by a 14-member Task Force 
composed of representatives from school, 
Special, public, and academic libraries. 
Harold Baker, Head of Library Systems 
Development at Indiana State University, 
Terre Haute, is chairman. Other members
